Later sown grains appear to be 
healthier than early sown grains, and 
estimates say they will average on 
the whole from 12 to 22 bushe!s per 
acre. [They are also expected to 
grade considerably better, in the one 
and two class, 

Light showers in the district dur-

rPERE ARE 19 Countries in Europe which are importers of 

Wheat. It is estimated that in recent years these countries 
have increased their seeding acreage by six million acres, While 
this in itself would greatly increase production; yet new methods 
of farming have further increased the yield by from 15 to 20 per 
cent... With-governments turning to self-sufficiency, and with 
imports: of cheap wheat threatening the home producers, it was 
found necessary to control imports, , 

The direct result has been to put the trade and pro- 
duction of wheat under the control of governments in almost all 
wheat growing countries. The governments of importing countries 
gave protection and aid to their home producers, so they would not 
suffer low prices in exporting countries. To offset this the govern- 
ments of exporting countries adopted various schemes to enable 
their home producers to survive. | Western. Canada has further 
suffered through low crop yields coinciding with a poor market. 

The result f the International Wheat Conference and 
the World Wheat Agreement show the futility of Canada co-operat- 
ing with other exporting countries to effect a general reduction of 
wheat production. Government control of marketing may lead to 
some improvement in Canada; but barring any unpredictable turn 
in world events, it would seem that diversified farming is the pres- 
ent solution and a turn away from the theory that we must entirely 
depend On wheat, to be the final solution. 

While some faction favour irrigation as the way out, 
yet it is only a partive solution. No solution is adequate unless it 
first considers a market for the product. Effective demand is 
not created by there first being a surplus product; on the contrary, 
it is generally the direct result of scarcity, the absence of a sub- 
stitute product, and the possessed ability to satisfy that want by 
means of money. 

Contrary to Mr. Aberhart’s expectations, coal fulfills 
none of these reauirements; and is further ruled out because its 
market has given way to electricity —— electrieity in this case be- 
ing the substitute commodity, ~ The alternatives’ are mining” and 
oil development. Progress here however has been greatly hind- 
ered and handicapped -by our present blundering administration, It 
is to be hoped that further legislation will be so framed that . it, 
will bé stifficiently attractive to induce private investment 16 again 
return to Alberta.
